CSEA negotiator warns Hartnell

Stating that a $64 million liability 
against Hartnell College is a very real 
California Schools 
Employees Association negotiator 
Harold Hanson warned the. district 
against ‘‘negotiation by intimidation.’’ 


Hanson and the negotiating team for 
the CSEA members (the secretarial and 
technical help on campus) say that the 
college management accused CSEA 
members of violating 1981-82 contract, 
not telling CSEA members the truth and 
increasing work loads. 


Regarding the ‘'81-’82 contract, Dr. 
Victor Willits, dean of management ser- 
vices, told CSEA members they must 
sign a ‘“‘voluntary’’ deduction form to 
pay for increases in health and dental 
insurance. 

CSEA officials say they were not in- 
formed of the cost increases nor did 
they see a copy of the ’81-’82 contract 
until after they were told they were in 
violation of it. This backward timing, 
they say, makes it too late for them to 
do anything about it. 


The cost of the increase is $30,000, 
which is less than the cost saved for 
having nine fewer CSEA employees for 
the year. Hanson said it will cost the 
district more in time and possible litiga- 
tion than it will to just pick up $30,000. 

Also Hanson claims that the manage- 
ment ‘‘dropped’’ statements to CSEA 
members that their negotiators have 
been lying to them. Hanson claims 
these accusations were made _ to 
destroy morale and discredit CSEA of- 
ficials. 

CSEA field representative Ed Lieber- 
man.said ‘‘they (management) don’t 
care about professionalism of staff; 
they’re driving out the most experienc- 
ed people.”’ 

Burt. Erwin, ‘Hartnell chapter presi- 
dent of CSEA, said harassment by 
management is. not new this year. He 
cited negotiations last year when the 
union had been presented a proposed 
six percent pay hike from management, 
who then lowered it to four percent ‘‘to 
teach (CSEA) negotiating team a

Committee reviews 
important issues 


The newly formed Futures Committee is reviewing 
issues of interest to Hartnell and they need your in- 
put. 

The two main issues they're concerned with right 
now are the survey of South County bus students and 
the concelintion of classes.io.the. lace. of the. budget 
deficit. 

Although the board of trustees has already decided 
to implement a minimal bus fee, the futures commit- 
tee is interested in student input concerning those 
fees. 

Dr. Dan ipson, a faculty member on the committee 
has compiled a survey with the assistance of Lynn 
Penrose and several Hartnell sociology professors. 

When completed, the survey will provide the com- 
mittee with information which can be used to develop 
suggestions to present to the governing board. 

The futures committee is also evaluating the de- 
mand for classes at Hartnell. With this year’s cuts in 
state funds, many classes had to be dropped by state 
mandate. 

To avoid dropping classes unnecessarily, the com- 
mittee is researching the enroliment in each 
discipline to see which courses are the most popular. 
The committee will, then recommend to the board 
that classes which don’t receive enough ADA be 
dropped. 

According to Monika Macias, one of two student 
representatives, the purpose of this is to decide 
where to cut first if cuts are, indeed, necessary. 

Macias questions the duplication of services such 
as counseling. ‘“‘Do we really need to fund 20 
counselors here and 20 counselors there?”’ 

Although the futures committee has the authority 
to make recommendations to the board, that is the 
most it can do. 

The committee was formed last spring, with the 
purpose of reviewing ali aspects of Hartnell and for- 
mulating suggestions to present to the board of 
trustees. 

“It’s real important, now, that we get students’ 
ideas and input,’’ stresses Macias because, *‘...they 
(the board) are going to need to make cuts."’

Hartnell bookstore ‘Self-sufficient organization’

The Hartnell College Bookstore is a self-sufficient 
organization, according to manager Bob Heiseiman. 

Profit margin on textbooks stands at 28 percent. 
Heiseiman said they ‘‘try to have the textbooks pay 
for themselves.”” The other supplies have a 
‘*somewhat wider (profit) margin.”’ 

Textbooks account for 83 percent of the sales. 
Paper supplies come from a joint bargaining effort 
with other schools that keeps the price down. 


Heiselman said the priority of the bookstore is to 
sell textbooks and meet the needs of students. He ex- 
plained that the bookstore budget is totally outside 
the district and ‘‘generated and contained within the 
bookstore.’’ He added that the store is permitted to 
pe totally independent as long as it makes a pro- 

it. 


Heiseiman said,‘‘The (profit) margin on items - 


covers the expense to put textbooks on the sheff.’’ 


On the store’s book buy-back policy, Heiselman ex- 


plained that if the instructors use the book again, 


one-half of the current price (regardiess of price of 
the book at time of purchase) will be returned to the 
student. If the text is not offered again a lower price 
will be paid to the student due the to cost the 
bookstore will have to cover for transporting books 


back to Los Angeles.

Heiseiman said that two-thirds of the items in the 
store are non-text items with the remaining one-third 
being textbooks. He said, ‘‘The proportion looks 
unusual to the casual observer,’’ but explained that 
“The bottom line is, if we don’t have those other 
items to sell, the textbook prices would soar.’’ 

Heiseiman said that the total investment in the stuff- 
ed animals was approximately $1,000 and that if they 
didn’t sell some of them were returnable to the 
dealer. 


The bookstore has approximately 8,000 textbooks 
on the shelves that have not been purchased. 
Heiseiman blames a poor economy and explained 
that the bookstore not only has to pay the freight in 
but also freight out if the books do not sell, so the 
store refrains from over-ordering items they are not 
sure will sell. 


Heiselman says that with enroliment dropping, the 
students are not buying reading material as they have 
in the past. He says non-required books do not sell 
well. “‘What | buy, | can sell.’’ He adds that a small 
number of items are put on a test market first to see if 
they will carry. :

Hartnell’s track resurfaced for the third time 


For the third time since 1971, Hart- 
nell's athletic track is being resurfaced. 
Originally, Molott, Petersen and 


Grunde, the firm doing the repair work, 
estimated the project would cost nearly 
$90,000. But when Hartnell began to 
take bids, the company towered its 
price over $30,000 to $58,677. 

There was only one other bidder for 
the resurfacing work: Sports Surfacing. 


it’s bid was $66,800. 

When completed, this track will be 
the third.in Hartnell’s history. 

The first was a yardage track, surfac- 
ed in 1971 with Resolite, a combination 
of rubber, asphalt and sand. By 1977, 
the continual expense of repairing the 
track and the shift to metric 
measurements prompted Hartnell to 
have the track resurfaced...again. 


The Resolite surface was replaced 
with Chevron 440, a mixture of rubber 
and silicone. The resurfacing was also 
done by Molott, Petersen and Grunde. 
Like the Resolite surface, It too 
deteriorated. 

‘it was a good track,’’ said Dr. Gibb 
Madsen, superintendent-president. ‘‘it 
had a good spring and cushion to it, but 
with tremendous use it wore out.”’ 


This latest resurfacing wil! consist of 
the same Chevron 440 materials, and 
will be the same reddish color. 

The resurfacing will take Molott, 
Petersen and Grundé 30 days to com- 
plete. Much of that time will be spent 
patching the previous Chevron 440 sur- 
face in preparation for the resurfacing. 
Only nine days of the 30 will actually be 
spent applying the new surface.

Hartnell to take on Marin

All interested eyes will be watching 
the Hartnell-Marin and MPC-Gavilan 
games this Saturday. 

And everybody’s eyes will be on the 
Hartnell-MPC games the week after 
where the Coast Conference champion- 
ship could be decided. 

MPC takes a one-half game lead over 
Hartnell into this weekend’s contests. 
And if Hartnell should lose to Marin and 
MPC emerge victorious over Gavilan, 
the pressure will be on the Panthers to 
beat MPC Nov. 20 to remain in the title 
chase. 

Despite their 0-3 CC record, the 
Mariners have the offensive talent to 
surprise any team in the conference. 

Led by receivers Mike Scott and Jim 
Mayer, the Marin passing attack has 
ammasssed more total yardage than 
any other junior college in the state. 

Scott and Mayer rank first and se- 
cond, respectively, in conference 
receiving. 

Quarterback Mike Petersen is among 
the state’s leaders in total offense and 
running back Warren Steede ranks se- 
cond among all CC ground-gainers. 

“We're take somg extra time this 
week to work on our pass defense.’ 
said Hartnell coach Marv Grim, ‘‘We 
know they’re going to throw the bait.” 

When the Marin defense is on the 
field, it ususally means trouble for the 
Mariners. 

Marin scored 32 points in their CC 
opener against MPC. But the Lobos 
more than doubled that point total in 
their 65-32 victory over the Mariners. 

Cabrillo garnered a 24-21.win the next 
week. And last Saturday, Marin gave 


Smith and Bobby Covarrubias, who 
combined to rush for 71 yards. 

The Panthers played one of their best 
games of the season on the defensive 
side of the bail. 

Derrick Cross intercepted two Menio 
passes and Al Sanders recorded two 
sacks and seven unassisted tackles in 
leading a defense that allowed just 140 
total yards and no touchdowns. 

But Hartnell had its problems offen- 
sively, particularly in the early portions 
of the contest. And it was evident that 
the Panthers were suffering from the 
absence of game competition from the 
previous week (see p.5 for more). 

A Ralph Bozzo hit forced Mento to 
cough up the ball on the opening 
kickoff, giving Hartnell possession 
deep in Oak territory. 

But the Panthers failed to gain any 
ground on a defense that had held 
previous opponents to just 206.8 yards- 


per-game. 

However, Hartnell began to chalk up 
yardage on the ground in its next op- 
portunity. 

The Panthers moved 70 yards 
downfield (45 via Toney) before Covar- 
rubias crossed the goal-line from a yard 
out. Javier Leal’s extra-point kick gave 
the locals a 7-0 first-quarter lead. 


Hartnell coach Marv Grim said that 
the scoring drive set a tempo for the 
rest of the game. 

“We wanted to establish our ground 
game first,’’ said Grim, ‘| knew that the 
one-week layover would have some 
kind of effect on us. So | decided to 
start out with what we do best... nothing 
too fancy.”’ 


And with the running game firmly 
— the Panthers went to the 
air.
